Bob  Kutcher, 
has  announced  that  this  year  there  will  be  fifteen  awards  given 
for  exhibits.  There  will  be  seven  beautiful  plaques  and  eight 
ribbons.  We  have  two  new  awards  this  year,  one  for  the  "Best 
Junior  Exhibit"  and  one  for  the  "Most  Educational  Exhibit." 

The  "Best  Junior"  plaque  is  a  memorial  to  Vogel  A.  Johnson  and 
is  being  donated  by  Larry  Zieler  of  Lincoln.  The  "Most  Educat¬ 
ional"  plaque  is  a  memorial  to  Harold  Wilkinson  and  is  being 
donated  by  Jim  McKee  and  Bob  Kutcher,  both  of  Lincoln. 

Now  is  none  too  soon  to  start  planning  your  exhibit.  Who 
knows,  you  may  win  the  "Best  of  Show",  or  one  of  the  other 
awards.  Even  though  you  do  not  plan  to  enter  the  competition, 
and  you  have  something  of  interest,  bring  it  along  and  display 
it.  We  want  all  the  displays  that  we  can  get.  After  all,  the 
main  part  of  any  show  or  convention  is  the  Exhibits. 

N.N.A.  EXHIBIT  RULES  &  CLASSIFICATIONS 
FOR  JUDGES 

All  judges  will  view  and  judge  each  exhibit  independently. 
Judges  will  not  be  allowed  to  compare  notes  or  discuss  exhibits 
before  their  judging  sheets  are  turned  in  to  the  Exhibit 
Committee.  Any  Questions  about  exhibits  or  judging  will  be 
directed  to  the  Exhibit  Committee.  Judges  will  use  the  follow¬ 


ing  table  for  scoring  exhibits. 

EXHIBIT  ASPECT  POINTS 

1.  Numismatic  Information  (measured  in  terms 

of  educational  value  to  the  viewer) . 0-35 

2.  Arrangement  and  Originality  (manner  of  pre¬ 
sentation,  neatness  &  eye  appeal)  . 0-30 

3.  Completeness  (range,  scope  and  variety  of 

coverage  as  related  to  the  title  or  theme) .  0-15 

A.  Condition  (quality  of  exhibited  material)  .  0-10 

5.  Rarity  (considering  condition  of  material) . 0-10 


MAXIMUM  TOTAL  POINTS.  .  .  100 

NUMISMATIC  INFORMATION.  Numismatic  information  should  alv;ays 
come  first  and  be  foremost  in  exhibit  scorxng  value.  This  is 
the  principal  test  for  oetermining  if  the  exhibitor  knows  tiis 
subject  and  will  qualify  as  a  student  of  numismatics.  Informat¬ 
ion  shown  with  an  exhibit  must  be  adequate,  but  it  need  not  be 
long  or  extremely  detailed.  Check  to  see  if  simple  words  are 
used,  and  that  proper  numismatic  terminology  and  correct 
attributions  and  terminology  are  given.  Historical  references 
add  to  numismatic  information,  but  they  should  be  brief  and 
pointed  to  the  subject  of  the  display.  See  that  long  quotations

or  clippings  from  books  and  periodicals  are  avoided.  Check 
that  all  writing  is  legible  and  that  unnecessary  repetition 
has  not  been  used. 

ARRANGEMENT  AND  ORIGINALITY.  Appearance  of  a  display  should 
rate  a  high  point  score  value.  The  material  should  be  orderly 
and  neatly  arranged  so  that  it  will  be  attractive  and  pleasing 
to  the  viewer.  See  that  the  case  is  not  crowded  with  excess 
material.  When  it  is  necessary  to  show  many  coins  in  order  to 
show  completeness  of  a  series,  it  is  proper  to  group  pieces 
closely.  Some  exhibitors  try  to  make  displays  attractive  with 
objects  such  as  flags,  ribbons,  flowers,  pictures,  statues  and 
assorted  bric-a-brac.  In  many  cases  this  "window  dressing"  is 
overdone  so  that  it  takes  attention  away  from  the  numismatic 
subject.  Check  to  see  that  too  much  embellishment  is  avoided. 

See  that  what  is  used  is  used  in  good  taste  and  does  not  look 
like  the  display  window  in  a  five  and  dime  store.  Forming  a 
fine  display  is  not  only  a  study,  but  it  is  an  art  and  should 
be  regarded  as  such.  However  the  exhibit  or  the  exhibit  back¬ 
ground  should  not  be  the  work  of  a  commercial  artist. 

COMPLETENESS .  Completeness  is  an  aspect  in  which  the  exhibit¬ 
or  can  reach  a  top  score  easily  if  he  displays  a  subject  that  is 
easy  to  show  with  completeness.  However,  most  coin  series  or 
subjects  are  not  easy  to  complete.  Many  collectors  like  to  show 
a  subject  that  is  not  easy  to  complete.  There  is  a  challenge 
about  this  that  appeals  to  collectors.  In  these  cases,  if  the 
exhibitor  lacks  only  one  specimen  where  the  average  collection 
needs  more  than  this  for  completeness,  a  high  point  score  for 
relative  completeness  should  be  given.  Be  sure  the  title  fits 
the  subject.  See  that  the  title  does  not  reach  beyond  the  area 
in  which  completeness  can  be  shown.  For  example,  if  the  title 
"U.  S.  Cents"  is  used  and  only  Lincoln  Cents  are  shown,  the  title 
is  beyond  completeness  of  Lincoln  Cents. 

CONDITION.  It  is  true  that  many  collectors  cannot  afford  the 
finest  condition,  but  due  credit  should  be  afforded  the  exhibitor 
who  is  able  to  show  the  best.  It  must  also  be  considered  that 
the  viewer  wants  to  see  the  choice  rather  than  inferior  conditions. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  term  "condition"  means  comparative 
condition.  If  a  coin  in  fine  condition  is  shown  that  seldom 
appears  in  better  than  that  grade,  nearly  as  much  credit  should  be 
given  it  as  would  be  given  for  a  common  coin  in  mint  condition. 

RARITY.  Here  again  most  collectors  cannot  afford  rare  coins, 
but  this  should  not  penalize  those  who  can.  Most  people  want  to 
see  rare  material,  so  credit  should  be  given  when  it  appears. 

CLASSIFICATIONS.  It  is  not  always  easy  to  classify  every 
display  into  the  relatively  few  categories  for  which  awards  are

given.  To  help  the  judges,  and  to  speed  up  the  judging,  class¬ 
ifications,  in  which  a  display  is  to  be  enteres  will  be  decided 
upon  by  the  exhibitor  and  the  Exhibit  Conmittee  beforehand.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  point  scores  must  not  be  from  a  display 
simply  because  the  exhibit  does  not  fully  fit  the  classification 
Titles  are  specific  but  classifications  are  relative.  The  class 
ifications  that  awards  will  be  given  for  are  as  follows: 


Class  1.  United  States  Coins  or  Tokens 
Class  2.  Foreign  Coins  or  Tokens. 

Class  3.  Bank  Notes  and  Paper  Money. 
Class  4.  Miscellaneous  or  Specialized. 


Awards  will  be  given  as  follows:  A  plaque  will  be  given  for 
the  Best  of  Show,  Best  Junior,  Most  Educational  and  for  first 
place  in  each  of  the  four  classes.  A  ribbon  will  be  awarded  to 
second  and  third  place  winners  in  the  four  classes.  The  Exhibit 
Committee  will  total  all  scores  and  make  any  final  decisions 
that  may  be  necessary.  The  Judging  Sheets  will  be  kept  in 
confidence,  but  the  total  point  scores  by  all  judges  will  be 
made  available  to  any  one  who  wishes  them.  Judges  names  should 
not  be  placed  on  their  Judging  Sheets.

Durinp:  the  reign  of  Edward 
the  Confessor,  the  Lord  of  Cov¬ 
entry  was  a  hard  man.  Earl  Leo- 
fric,  also  known  as  Earl  of  Mer¬ 
cia,  used  harsh  means  to  enforce 
his  will. 

On  one  occasion  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  Coventry  had  offended 
their  master  and  he  punished 
them  by  inflicting  a  tax  so  heavy 
they  were  unable  to  pay  it. 

Mothers  brought  their  children 
to  the  ruler  clamoring,  “If  we 
pay,  we  starve.” 

Earl  Leofric’s  wife.  Lady  Go- 
diva,  heard  their  cries  and,  sym¬ 
pathizing  with  the  people,  went 
to  her  lord  to  plead  that  for  her 
sake  the  tax  be  remitted. 

When  she  persisted  in  her  en¬ 
treaties,  Leofric  at  last  said-half 
jocularly  and  half  contempt- 
uously-that  he  would  grant  her 
request  if  she  would  ride  naked 
through  the  town  of  Coventry. 

After  having  made  certain  her 
lord  was  serious.  Lady  Godiva 
prepared  to  fulfill  the  condition 
imposed. 

She  caused  it  to  be  knowm  on 
what  terms  the  Earl  had  agreed 
to  relieve  the  people  from  the  tax 
and  then  proclaimed  that  on  a 
certain  day  no  one  should  leave 
his  hou.se  before  noon,  that  all 
windows  and  apertures  in  the 
hou.ses  should  be  closed  and  that 
.10  one  should  even  look  outside 
until  noon  was  past. 


When  the  day  arrived.  Lady 
Godiva  mounted  naked  on  her 
palfrey  and  rode  through  the 
town  and  returned.  Leofric,  in 
fulfillment  of  his  promise  and  in 
admiration  of  his  wife’s  heroism, 
freed  the  townspeople  from  the 
burdens  he  had  imposed  on  them. 

Only  one  person,  the  story 
says,  attempted  to  look  out  as 
Lady  Godiva  rode  by  and  he  im¬ 
mediately  was  struck  blind.  Peep¬ 
ing  Tom  was  a  tailor  and  the 
story  of  his  escapade,  together 
witn  his  likeness,  have  been 
painted  on  the  building  where  he 
lived  and  did  the  peeping. 

In  a  church  in  Coventry  can 
be  found  a  commemoration  in  an 
ancient  effigy  of  Peeping  Tom. 

Coventry,  85  miles  northwest 
of  London,  is  one  of  the  oldest 
cities  in  England,  formerly  a 
walled  town.  In  1044,  Earl  Leo¬ 
fric  and  Lady  Godiva  founded  a 
Benedictine  monastery  there.  To¬ 
day  Coventry,  with  a  population 
of  less  than  200,000,  is  famous 
for  the  manufacture  of  bicycles. 

By  charter  of  Henry  VIII  in 
1218  A.D.  a  fair  was  held  in  Cov¬ 
entry,  beginning  on  Friday  of 
Trinity  week  and  lasting  eight 
days. 

A  pageant  celebrating  Godiva’s 
ride  was  a  feature  of  the  fair  for 
several  centuries.  Some  beautiful 
woman,  representing  Lady  Go¬ 
diva,  was  the  principal  figure. 


Some  of  the  fairs  attracted  a^j 
many  as  15,000  strangers,  bul 
the  ceremonies  have  now  fallen^ 
into  disrepute  and  the  processiom 
when  celebrated,  is  a  vulgar  anc 
tawdry  affair. 

Alfred  Lord  Tennyson  wrote  a. 
poem  about  the  ride  and  on  a 
beautiful  statue  in  Coventry,-; 
Lady  Godiva  is  shown  on  a  white 
horse.  The  inscription  on  the 
pedastal  of  the  statue  is  made  of 
parts  of  Tennyson’s  poem. 

“Then  she  rode  back  clothed  on 
with  chastity  .  .  .  she  took  the  tax 
away  and  built  herself  an  ever¬ 
lasting  name.” 

Lady  Godvia  had  the  welfare- 
of  her  town  in  mind  and  the  story 
of  her  heroism  l)ecame  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  a  most  popular  and  wanted: 
Enirlish  coin  of  the  18th  century. 

The  .so-called  Godiva  coins  were 
struck  in  the  1790’s.  Therefore  aa 
little  larger  than  a  fifty-cent 
piece,  have  often  been  called  the 
Coventry  half  penny  and  were 
actually  tradesmen’s  tokens. 

The  tokens  bear  the  image  of 
a  beautiful  lady  on  a  horse  w-ith 
the  legend,  “Pro  Bono  Publico” 
—  for  the  Public  Good. 

Lady  Godiva’s  ride  and  her 
name  arc  forever  linked  in  the 
cause  of  freedom  from  oppres¬ 
sion. 

But  to  one  man.  Peeping  Tom, 
her  name  is  an  eternal  reminder 
that  the  best  things  in  life  are 
not  always  free.
